To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  twenty-first  Annual 
Report  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisonal  Headh 
Administration. 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  'Officer  for  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services,  and  with 
the  amalgamation  of  the  former  Todmorden  and  Brighouse 
divisions  he  now  has  similar  functions  and  responsibilities 
in  respect  of  the  other  seven  districts  in  the  enlarged  division 
which  includes  all  the  County  area  served  by  the  Halifax 
hospitals.  This  scheme  has  led  to  a closer  integration  of 
Local  Authority  Health  Services. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1967  showed  a sharp  rise  in  the 
birth  rate  to  16.8  per  thousand,  the  highest  level  attained 
since  1947.  There  were  more  births  than  deaths  in  the  district 
for  the  first  time  in  six  years,  but  nevertheless  the  population 
estimate  has  continued  to  fall  and  is  now  8,890.  The  death 
rate  was  14.1  which  is  lower  than  usual  for  Hebden  Roydi 
but  is  still  very  much  higher  than  the  rest  of  the  country. 
The  excess  was  again  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  affecting 
older  members  of  the  community  and  is  inevitable  in  a 
district  where  some  20  per  cent  of  the  population  is  of 
pensionable  age. 

Only  10  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received 
during  the  year,  9 being  cases  of  measles  and  one  being 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  There  has  been  a dramatic  fall  in 
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the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  this  district.  Fifteen  years 
ago  an  average  of  14  cases  were  notified  each  year;  many 
were  due  to  infected  milk,  but  most  cases  were  infected  from 
human  sources.  This  improvement  has  come  about  by  more 
effective  treatment  and  the  fact  that  hospital  beds  are  now 
readily  available,  but  equally  important  are  the  improve- 
ments in  living  conditions,  better  houses,  the  abatement  of 
over-crowding  and  the  elimination  of  infected  milk  which 
has  been  brought  about  with  the  help  of  local  Councils. 

Plans  have  now  been  approved  for  two  new  Clinics 
in  the  district.  In  Hebden  Bridge  it  is  proposed  to  convert  the 
former  Nurses  Home,  which  adjoins  the  premises  of  the 
Group  Practice  for  the  town,  to  form  the  equivalent  of  a 
Health  Centre,  accommodating  all  the  medical,  nursing  and 
clinic  services  in  one  building.  In  Mytholmroyd  it  is  proposed 
to  build  a new  Health  Centre  which  will  have  facilities  for 
both  the  General  Practitioner  services  and  the  Local 
Authority  services  for  the  town. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  services  provided  for 
old  people  in  the  district  last  year.  Three  wardens  are 
employed,  one  in  a group  of  Council  flats  and  the  others 
supervising  selected  old  people  in  their  own  homes.  The 
Meals  on  Wheels  Scheme  and  the  Luncheon  Club  organised 
by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continued  to  function 
and  were  very  much  appreciated.  The  chiropody  scheme  now 
organised  by  the  County  Council  arranged  for  431  patients 
to  receive  2,408  treatments  at  the  Hebden  Bridge  Clinic  a'nd 
a further  272  patients  who  were  unable  to  attend  received 
1,324  treatments  at  home.  These  figures  are  very  similar  to 
those  for  previous  years. 

In  1967  a further  26  houses  were  represented  as  unfit 
leaving  203  still  to  be  dealt  with  on  the  clearance  programme. 
Many  of  the  remaining  houses  are  of  a low  standard  as 
there  are  still  641  houses  of  the  back  to  back  and  back  to 
earth  types  in  the  district,  but  the  Council  is  actively 
investigating  the  possibility  of  improving  many  of  these, 
particularly  those  which  are  in  the  same  block  as  fit  houses. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for 
improvement  grants  last  year,  49  having  been  approved  and 
work  completed  in  30  cases.  Forty -four  Council  houses  were 
completed  and  while  it  may  be  argued  that  the  rents  may  be 
too  high  for  those  being  displaced  by  the  clearance  pro- 
gramme, they  are  a valuable  addition  to  the  Council’s 
housing  stock  and  will  release  other  accommodation  for 
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those  displayed  by  demolition.  The  Council  has,  so  far, 
been  able  to  meet  all  its  commitments  with  regard  to 
clearance  areas  without  any  undue  delay  and  with  its  present 
building  programme  it  may  even  be  possible  to  accelerate 

the  rate  of  clearance. 

In  recent  years  the  Council  has  been  experiencing  an 
increasing  number  of  complaints  with  the  introduction  of 
intensive  rearing  of  chickens  and  egg  production  by  the 
battery  method  in  which  the  storage  and  disposal  of  large 
quantities  of  semi  liquid  manure  creates  difficulties.  Last 
year  a local  firm  installed  a manure  drying  plant  near  a 
residential  area  and  the  Council  and  its  officials  were 
inundated  with  complaints  about  the  noise  and  smell.  Many 
meetings  were  held  with  the  firm  and  every  avenue  was 
explored  to  find  a solution;  although  some  improvement  was 
effected  the  result  was  still  far  from  satisfactory  at  the^  end 
of  the  year.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  nuisances  or  this 
sort  cannot  be  anticipated  and  some  measure  of  protection 
be  given  when  the  plans  are  being  considered  instead  of 
which  the  Health  Department  has  to  wait  until,  often  after 
a considerable  amount  of  capital  has  been  invested,  the 
nuisance  actually  occurs. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  ^ of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness,  patience  and  co-operation,  and 
to  thank  Mr.  Tindall,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
his  most  willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to  tackle  the 
numerous  problems  of  the  Health  Department.

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Section  II 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES 


A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebden  Royd  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hospitals 
under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage- 
ment Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  the 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary,  St.  John’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick), 
Northowram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  Todmor- 
den Fielden  Hospital  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View 
Hospital  for  mentally  sub-normal  patients. 

Maternity  Beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases, 
mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatis- 
factory home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g..  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Ortho- 
paedic Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.),  outside  the 
Halifax  area  are  available  when  required;  they  are  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  so-called  “ Leeds  Hospital  Region  ” 
which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three  Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  Todmorden  Depot 
covers  Hebden  Bridge  but  not  Mytholmroyd,  which  is  covered 
by  the  Halifax  Corporation  Ambulance  Service  under  an 
agency  agreement  for  hospital  admissions.  For  other  work 
arrangements  are  made  through  the  W.R.C.C.  Brighouse 
Ambulance  Depot. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford  and 
by  the  Regional  Bilood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds.  There 
are  also  facilities  for  the  examination  of  clinical  specimens, 
including  cervical  smears,  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti-Toxin,  etc* 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  avail- 
able at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax 
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Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 
By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of  reagents 
for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also 
available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have 
undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West  Riding  County  Coun- 
cil’s schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  also 
issued,  in  accordance  with  approved  arrangements.

D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children  and  persons 
(including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/or  expectant  ana 
nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  m the 
home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  or 
infection. 
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E.  Home  Helps 

The  recruitment  of  suitable  women  to  be  Home  Helps 
again  proved  to  be  difficult.  During  1967,  110  cases  were 
attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  10,406,  as  compared  with  10,900  hours  the 
previous  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“ where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

Of  the  110  cases  attended  in  1967,  Home  Helps  were 
provided  for  the  following  reasons: — 106  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  4 maternity. 

F.  Care  and  After  Care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after 
care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness 
or  sub -normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

A full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in 
the  division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  the  Royal 
Halifax  Infirmary  and  at  Todmorden  and  has  helped  to  forge 
a valuable  link  with  the  hospital  service.  She  is  also 
responsible  for  visiting  patients  at  home  and  helps  to  trace 
and  supervise  their  contacts.  In  1967,  597  visits  were  paid 
to  135  households  in  the  division.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  eighteenth 
annual  report  as  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Cleansing  Superintendent. 

The  number  of  dwellinghouses  in  the  area  shows  a 
slight  increase,  new  local  authority  construction  consisting 
of  44  flats  at  Bankfoot. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  still  some  640  houses 
without  separate  toilet  facilities,  which  is  approximately 
16%  of  all  houses  in  the  area.  Approximately  34%  of  all 
houses  are  without  baths  and  39%  without  wash  basins. 
These  percentages  are  reducing  gradually  and  progressively 
year  by  year  as  unfit  houses  are  demolished  and  other  houses 
are  provided  with  the  standard  amenities. 

During  the  year  special  attention  was  given  to  carrying 
out  complete  and  detailed  inspections  of  all  remaining 
offices  and  shops  in  the  area.  This  was  completed  and  106 
premises  were  inspected.  Work  is  now  proceeding  to  secure 
rectification  of  the  many  contraventions  found,  and1  in  all 
252  visits  were  made. 

I wish  to  place  on  record  the  excellent  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  by  all  my  staff,  technical,  administrative  and 
manual.

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NUISANCES  AND  GENERAL  INSPECTIONS 

The  number  of  complaints  received  is  a slight  increase 
over  the  number  for  the  previous  year.  Forty  per  cent  of  all 
complaints  were  of  infestation  by  rats  or  mice,  two -thirds 
of  these  being  only  minor  infestations  which  were  quickly 
dealt  with.  Of  the  remaining  complaints  most  were  concerned 
with  defective  drainage  and  percolation  of  water  into  cellars. 

During  the  year  considerable  nuisance  was  caused  to 
the  residents  of  Mytholmroyd  by  the  erection  and  operation 
of  a large  poultry  manure  drying  plant.  Complaints  were  of 
noise  and  odour.  Noise  from  the  plant  was  eventually 
reduced  to  acceptable  limits  but  the  nuisance  from  smell 
proved  more  difficult  to  overcome.  After  strong  representa- 
tions from  this  Department  and  from  the  Council  the  firm 
concerned  experimented  with  several  different  methods  of 
dealing  with  the  effluvia  but  at  the  end  of  the  year,  although 
some  improvement  had  been  effected,  the  nuisance  was  still 
not  abated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Cou'ncil  and  the  local 
residents. 

It  is  most  unfortunate  that  this  plant  was  sited  in  such 
close  proximity  to  dwellinghouses,  which  suggests  some 
weakness  in  planning  control  over  this  type  of  plant.  Modern 
methods  of  intensive  rearing  on  a large  scale  are  very  far 
removed  from  the  old  concept  of  agricultural  activity  and 
are  far  more  akin  to  an  industrial  process,  producing  similar 
public  health  problems.

HOUSING 


The  Hawkclough  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  involving 
22  houses  was  made  in  May  and  confirmed  by  the  Minister 

after  an  inquiry  in  December. 

Demolition  of  properties  in  the  Buttress  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  was  commenced  and  it  is  expected  will  be 
completed  early  in  1968.  Evacuation  of  occupants  in  the 
Midgley  Road  Area  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
clearance  of  the  Green  Syke  Area  was  completed. 

In  addition,  demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of 
two  houses,  one  of  which  was  demolished  during  the  year, 
and  a Closing  Order  made  in  respect  of  a further  house. 
In  one  other  case  an  undertaking  was  accepted  that  the  house 
would  cease  to  be  used  for  human  habitation. 

The  number  of  Standard  Grant  applications  dealt  with 
during  the  year  shows  a reversal  of  the  downward  trend  noted 
in  1966,  being  an  increase  of  50%  over  that  year. 

Only  one  application  for  discretionary  grant  was  received 

and  approved  during  the  year.

Food  inspection 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  occupied 
by  a firm  of  wholesalers  at  Fairfield,  Hebden  Bridge.  All 
animals  slaughtered  were  examined  before  removal  of  the 
carcases.  It  has  not  been  necessary  for  the  Council  to  take 
action  to  control  hours  of  slaughtering,  as,  by  agreement  with 
the  company,  no  killing  takes  place  on  Saturdays  or  Sundays 
or  in  the  evenings. 

Only  one  case  of  localised  Tuberculosis  was  found,  in  a 
pig.  Six  cases  of  localised  Cysticercus  Bovis  were  diagnosed 
during  the  year.  Although  Tuberculosis  has  been  virtually 
eliminated,  the  percentage  of  animals  affected  with  other 
conditions  continues  to  increase.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Weekly  collections  have  been  maintained  throughout 
the  district  but  with  some  difficulty,  particularly  during  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year  when  the  Department  worked  with 
a depleted  staff  for  a considerable  period  owing  to  sickness 
amongst  the  men.  A number  of  the  longest  serving  and  most 
reliable  men  are  now  at  an  age  when  they  cannot  be  expected 
to  maintain  a high  level  of  output.  Further,  almost  two- 
thirds  of  the  staff  have  over  ten  years  service  and  are  there- 
fore entitled  to  three  weeks  holiday  which  adds  to  the 
difficulty  of  maintaining  a regular  service.  Costs  again  show 
a substantial  increase  over  the  previous  year  to  the  extent 
of  nearly  £800  which  is  wholly  accounted  for  by  increased 
wages  and  a reduction  in  income  from  salvage.

As  I forecast  in  my  last  annual  report,  disposal  of  waste 
paper  has  been  somewhat  difficult  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  and  there  was  a decrease  of  approximately 
85  tons  compared  with  1966.
